W YORK, Sept. 14.—The U. 


Ss. S. Constitution—“Old Ironsides” 
—moved out of New York harbor 
this morning after having been vis- 
ited by more than 100,000 persons 
in her two-week stay here. 

In tow of the minesweeper 
Grebe, the ship was bound for Wil- 
mington, Del. From Wilmington, it 
will go to Philadelphia. After mak- 
ing a complete tour of the Atlantic 
Coast the historic eraft will pass 
through the Panama Canal and 
visit the Pacific Coast. Its exhibi- 


tion voyage is expected to end about 
January, 1935. 


The plane is a Junkers all-metal, 
once owned by Charles- A. Levine 
and christened the Esa just before 
the start in honor of Rody’s young 
It was laden with 635 gal- 
lons of gasoline and 165 gallons of 
oil, enough for 48 hours in the air 
at an average speed of 93 miles an 
hour. It carried no radio. 

Unworried by reports of bad 
weather over the Atlantic, the fly- 
ers made an auspicious takeoff 


with a parting shot not “to let the | 


wind die down.” Johanssen taxied 
the ship for nearly a mile, pulled 
it aloft with a long climb into the 
wind and shot away to the south. 

A crowd, including Laura Viega, 
sister of Viega, the Portuguese 
pilot, traveled over broken roads 
and streams to an improvised air- 
port on the banks of the Togus Riv- 
er to see them off. Miss Viega did 
the christening with a bottle of 
champagne. 

Weather Bureau Officials at- 
tempted to dissuade them from the 
flight on account of unfavorable 
conditions but their words went un- 
heeded.

Ship Colombia, New York 
to California, Is Wrecked 
in Night Off the Mexican 
Pacific Coast. _ 


PASSENGERS, CREW 
TAKE TO LIFE BOATS 


After Three Hours They 
Are Picked Up by United 
Fruit Vessel That 
Answered Distress Call. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN PEDRO, Cal., Sept. 14.— 


Abandoned by passengers and crew 
and battered by heavy seas, the 
Panama mail liner Colombia today 


lay on the rocky reef of Santa Mar- 
garita Island, 670 miles south of 
here off the Lower California coast. 

The 134 passengers and the crew 
of 100 were aboard the United 
Fruit Co. liner La Perla, due to ar- 
rive at Los Angeles Wednesday. 
The rescue in the early hours yes- 
terday morning was described to- 
day in radio messages which paid 
tribute to the heroism of the offi- 
cers, crew and men passengers, 

Bertin E. Moisant, a passenger 
from E! Salvador, sent by wireless 
a description of the scene on the 
decks of the Colombia while pas- 
sengers prepared to take to the 
life boats. It said: 

‘There was no panic, no hysteria 
to be noted. This was averted by 
common sense on the part of the 
officers and by precise and stern 
orders. Never has it been our lot 
to see men show a finer example of 
coolness and this applies to both 
officers and men.” 

The wrecking of the Colombia in 
a gale a few minutes before mid- 
night Saturday was the third acci- 
dent in which the ship had figured 
in the last seven years. 

Passengers Ordered to Boats. 

Orders to take to the life boats 
were given by the captain soon 
after the ship hit the reef. Within 
three hours the San Mateo, another 
United Fruit liner, was at the scene 
in response to the Colombia's § 
O S appeal. 

The eight life boats of the Co- 
lombia were picked up by the San 
Mateo with their human cargoes 
and taken aboard. 

Late last night, the passengers 
and crew were trans-shipped to La 
Perla, which was proceeding 
northward when it intercepted the 
S OS call. The San Mateo was 
proceeding southward to Central 
American ports, whereas the Co- 
lombia was heading northward, 
bound from New York to San 
Francisco. 


Last June the Colombia went 
aground off Staten Island, New 
York. It was taken off without 


loss of life and only small damage 
to the hull. The ship ran aground 
in 1924 off Costa Rica, and was 
salvaged without loss of life. 

Salvage tugs were on the way 
to the Colombia today, but mes- 
sages received from Capt, Theodore 
K. Oaks, veteran skipper of the 
Colombia, indicated the vessel was 
doomed.

LONDON, Sept. i4.—Mahatma 


Gandhi, carrying a bottle of goat's 
milk for his midday meal, went to 
St. James’s Palace before noon to- 
day to attend as an observer the 
first meeting of the Federal Struc- 
tures Committee formed to draw 
up a new Constitution for India. 

Pledged not to talk, because 
Monday is his “day of silence,”” he 
was driven tod the palace in a smal] 
closed car with Mme. Sarokini Nai- 
du and her secretary. He wore his 
customary loin cloth and shawl. 
The sun shone brightly. 

As he drove into the grounds po- 
lice rushed to keep photographers 


He was escorted up the carpeted 
stairs to the conference room by 
Mme. Naidu. 

Takes Chair, Twiddles Thumbs. 

Although Gandhi usually sits on 
his haunches, he took a chair just 
as other delegates. Lacking his 
tpinning wheel, he sat at the table 
twiddling his thumbs and picking 
his fingernails as he thought about 
the points of discussion. He ob- 
served his rule of silence strictly, 


and sipped his milk at intervals 
from an American-made vacuum 
bottle. 

Police reserves were stationed 


across the street from the palace, 
behind a wall, ready for immediate 
action if necessary. They were 
rough and ready with those who 
tried to crowd in on the delegates 
as they arrived and pushed them 
oway from the entrance. 

Gandhi had a place of honor at 
the conference table to the left of 
Lord Sankey, chairman of the com- 
mittee, with Pandit Malaviya on 
his other side. On Lard Sankey’s 
right was Sir Samuel Hoare, new 
Secretary of State for India. The 
meeting was held in a small room 
between Queen Anne’s drawing 
room and the throne room. 

All the principal delegates except 
Gandhi spoke briefly. The Ma- 
hatma probably will speak tomor- 
row. 

Escapes Injury in Auto Crash. 

Gandhi escaped injury when his 
car collided with a stone support 
as it was entering the courtyard of 
the palace. He was thrown for- 
ward in the seat. 

Gandhi went for a walk with three 
policemen early today, long before 
most Londoners were up. Accom- 
panied by Miss Madeline Slade, he 
slipped out of the Kingsley Hall 
settlement House in the East End 
shortly after dawn and was joined 
by bobbies who are always on 
watch. He spoke no word, but Miss 
Slade i3ld them “Mr. Gandhi wants 
to get out for a walk while it is 
quiet.” 

Abandons Prayers for Radio. 

Breaking a practice of 50 years, 
Gandhi gave up his usual prayer 
period yesterday to address the 
American people in an internation- 
al radio broadcast. It was the first 
time in his life that he had faced 
an invisible audience of so many 
millions, He approached the 
microphone, however, like a vet- 
eran actor, betraying no nervous- 
ness, never faltering’ and never 
having to search for an appropri- 
ate phrase. 

The broadcasting room was 50 
cold his teeth chattered as he stood 
before the michrophone. He was 
bundled in thick homespun shawls 
and behind him was his disciple, 
Miss Slade, in her white hood and 
flowing robes. 

Gandhi said: “On behalf of In- 
dia’s semi-starved millio..s I appeal 
to the conscience of the world to 
come to the rescue of people who 
are dying in order to regain their 
liberty.” 

He spoke without notes, as he 
said, with only his “inner voice” to 
guide him. 

“Hitherto,” ‘he went on, “the 
nations have fought in the manner 
of brutes. They wreaked ven- 
geance on those they considered 
their enemies. We find in search- 
ing the National Anthems adopted 
by the great nations, that they con- 
tain imprecations upon the s0- 
called enemies. They have vowed 
| destruction and they have not hes- 
itated to take the name of God and 
to seek divine: assistance in de- 
stroying the enemy. :

SUSPENDED FOR ONE YEAR 


U. S. Agrees to Wait for $9,000,000 
Due to American 

' Interests.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The 
United States has agreed to a year’s 
suspension of payment by Germany 
of the $9,000,000 due American in- 
terests under awards of the Mixed 
Claim Commission. 
The United States will, however, 
pay to Germans $18,000,000 in 
commission awards. 
The United States originally had 
proposed that the balance of $9,- 
000,000, representing the difference 
between the amounts owed by the 
two nations, be paid to Germans. 
The French had no objection to 
the United States paying the Ger- 
mans but ‘would not agree to hav- 
ing Germany pay Americans dur- 
ing the year covered by President 
Hoover's international debt sus- 
pension agreement.

Ellis Mason and Florence 
Aubuchon, Both 19, 
Bathing Near Eureka Get 
Beyond Depth. 


Miss Florence Aubuchon, 311 Tif- 
fin avenue, Ferguson, and Ellis 
Mason, 6424 Curtiss avenue, both 


19 years old, got beyond their depth 
when bathing in the Meramec River 
near Eureka yesterday afternoon 
and were drowned before rescuers 
could reach them. 

They were spending the day at 
the river cottage of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Miller, 6247 Natural Bridge 
avenue, and had posed for snap- 
shots taken by Mrs. Miller, a cousin 
of Miss Aubuchon, 20 minutes be- 
fore they were drowned. 

After the pictures had been 
taken Mason, clad in trousers and 
underclothing, and Miss Aubuchon, 
in a bathing suit, began to splash 
water and chase each other in the 
shallow water. They went farther 
and farther out into the river and 
finally stepped into deep water. 

Others of the party, who heard 
their cries, reported that they were 
floundering in the water, each ap- 
parently trying to help the other. 
Neither was an experienced swim- 
mer. 

Miss Aubuchon’s body was re- 
covered within 25 minutes. An in- 
halator operated by Maplewood 
firemen was used for two hours in 
an effort to revive her. Mason's 
body was recovered at 8 p. m. 
Miss Aubuchon, who was em- 
ployed as a coil winder by the 
Wagner Electric Manufacturing 
Co., resided with her brother-in- 
law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charlies W. Crowley. Her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. James Aubuchon, live 
on the old Florissant road. 
Mason, who had worked in a 
Wellston tool manufacturing com- 
pany plant, was unemployed, cx- 
cept for occasional engagements 
with a dance orchestra of which 
he was a member.

MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 14.— Sweeping 
westward across the Caribbean Sea, 
a tropical storm struck inland near 
Payo Obispo, Quintana Roo, Mex- 
ico, today, said a -adio message re- 
ceived here by Pan-American Air- 


ways. No information was obtained 
from the message as to the storm's 
intensity. 

Payo Obispo is about 150 miles 
north of Belize. It has about 170° 
inhabitants and is on Chetumal Bay 
on the mouth of Hondo River. 

Airplane passenger service, in- 
terrupted for a short time today 
pending definite information re- 
garding the storm. was resumed 
from Central America shortly after 
the disturbance passed inland.

BELIZE, British Honduras, Sept. 


14.—Fire threatened to complete 
the destruction of storm and flood 
today as the work of burying and 


cremating the dead from last 
week's hurricane, now estimated at 
more than a thousand, went for- 
ward. 

The suburb of Mesopotamia was 

menaced by flames that spread 
rapidly in spite of unceasing efforts 
on the part of soldiers and civilians 
to block their path. A liquor 
warehouse was in the path of the 
conflagration and an explosion was 
feared. 
Scores of bodies were burned on 
five great pyres almost in the cen- 
ter of the once-flourishing city, now 
in ruins. At least 700. bodies were 
buried in crude trenches dug in 
the cemetery by convict labor. 
Other bodies floating down the 
river from the interior made an 
anecurate check of the dead impos- 
sible. Cremation was resorted to 
because of the fear of disease. 

Two U. S. Ships Give Aid. 

Squads of volunteer laborers 
worked under the direction of 
Honduran soldiers to clear away 
the tangled wreckage of what once 
were homes and stores. Business 
was paralyzed and all manner of 
activity was subordinated to the 
work of relief. 
Hundreds of injured were being 
treated with medical aid rushed by 
airplane and ship. The U. 8&8. 8. 
Swan and the Sacramento are 
among the mercy ships on the 
scene. The British ship Danae is 
on the way with additional food 
and medicine. 

Estimate 1500 Dead. 
Lieutenant-Commander T. L, 
from Managua on Saturday to take 
charge of medical relief, gave it as 
his belief that the total known dead 
did not exceed 500 to date. ofr 
these, he said, 300 were burned to 
death and 50 were carried out to 
sea as the tidal wave which fol- ' 
lowed the hurricane receded. He . 
said that when more definite in- 
formation is avaliable the figure 
might be doubled. 

Anti-typphoid serum is badly 
needed, he said, although two boxes 
of anti-typhoid and anti-tetanus se- 
rum had arrived by airplane from . 
Havana. He also needs more ban- 
dages to care for the wounded 
which thus far have not been 
counted.

TEXAS LEGISLATURE EXPECTED 
TO CUT COTTON ACREAGE 


General View Is That Long’s Pro- 
hibition Plan Will Be 
Defeated. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 14.—Cotton 
men here agreed today that unless 
a pronounced shift of sentiment de- 
velops in the Texas Legislature, the 
“NO 1932 Cotton” plan of Gov. 
Huey Long of Louisiana will be 
beaten. 
As the Legislature prepared to 
open debate on measures to relieve 
the industry, ebservers generally 
predicted passage of an acreage re- 

duction bill within 48 hours. 

Defeat of the cotton prohibition 
bill in Texas would end the Long 
program because one-third of the 
nation’s cotton is raiséd in this 
state. The Long plan provides that 
it shall-not go into effect unless 
states producing three-fourths of 
the cotton adopt the prohibition. 

The acreage reduction bill, likely 
to be adopted, limits cotton plant- 
ing next year to one-third of the 
cultivated land.

FIRE SWEEPS BELIZE 
AS CITY DISPOSES 
OF ITS 1000 DEAD

had things well in hand and there 
would be no food riots or looting. 
A survey of tne city by air 
showed that not a building was 
left unmarred. More than a dozen 
ships were piled on _ shore along 
the waterfront. The Wrigley Co. 
building, center of the chicle indus- 
try in this section, was demolished 
and the customs house was badly 
damaged. Many houses were torn 
from their foundations and hurled 
into the streets. 

About one person in every 14 
among the city’s population of 16,- 
000 lost his life. Hardly a family 
was not affected by death or injury. 
Many of them lost all their pos- 
sessions and are just beginning to 
realize the extent of the disaster. 
Discovery of the body of Rudy 
Lewis, killed with 23 natives on &St. 
George's Bay, brought to 12 the 
number of Americans known to 
have been lost. 


Radio Man a Hero. 


“L. E. Sherhouse, Pan-American 
Airways radio station manager, got 
his first respite yesterday after 
using the company’s radio facilities 
almost constantly since Friday 
morning, sending out messages and 
news matter about the hurricane. 
He spent Thursday night rigging 
up a gasoline-generated power 
plant and then worked the key 
from early Friday morning to 11 
o’clock Saturday night. 

Sherhouse chopped a hole 
the second floor of the 
Pan-American radio office to allow 
10 persons trapped on _ the first 
floor by the tidal wave to escape. 
The roof of the building was car- 
ried away by the wind. 

Many persons lost their lives 
when water from five to 16 feet 
deep swept over them as they lay 
pinioned by timbers or walls of 
buildings blown down by fhe 
storm. Heavy timbers were hurled 
through numerous stone buildings 
by the force of the wind. 

As an example of the force with 
which the blow struck, the captain 
of a motor vessel who saw it hit 
the Jesuit College said the build- 
ings of the college were heaved 
high in the air. above their concrete 
pillars and dropped to the ground 
to collapse like a pack of cards. 
Manager Beattie of the Royal 
Bank of Canada was out riding 
during the storm. His horse was 
blown from under him and he was 
forced to hold to trees to battle 
his way home to the city. He ar- 
rived 24 hours after the storm had 
passed. 


Plight of Inhabitants. 


Diddier Masson, Belize field 
manager for Pan-American Air- 
Ways, gives the following descrip- 
tion of the plight of the inhabit- 
ants: 

“The Belize River, which was a 
mass of bodies, houses, wrecked 
boats and debris for three days, has 
been partly cleared now and can 
be navigated by small river craft 
with expert piloting. 

“Whole families, or all now left 
in the families, have been gather- 
ing their few bits of personal ef- 
fects that remained after the storm, 
are conditioning dugout canoes or 
little skiffs and are making their 
perilous way upriver to the little 
settlements deep in the jungle 
which were unscathed in the storm.

U. 5. ON WHEAT DEAL 


Alleges Company Got $600,- 
000 Profit on Borrowed 
Farm Board Grain.

OKLAHOMA CITY, OkK., Sept. 14. 


—Gov. Murray asked the Federal 
Farm Board today “if it is not 
true’ that it lent 1,000,000 bushels 
of wheat to one milling company 
when wheat was §5 cents a bushel 
and now is taking it back at a price 
so low the company is profiting 
$600,000 by the purported transac- 
tion. 

Murray last week called on the 
board to show where 250,000,000 
bushels of stabilization wheat was 
stored, and said Oklahoma farmers 
thought the wheat had been lent to 
mills and would be replaced by 
cheap wheat. 

Today the Governor declared 
Chairman Stone of the board had 
answered, “They had loaned or let 
with.certain millers a few hundred 
thousand bushels, which should be 
returned on demand,” and contin- 
ued: “The lending of this wheat to 
the millers is not calculated to raise 
the price, but only make the mill- 
ers more secure in their sup- 
ply. The 

“I now submit him this direct 
question: Did he not loan as much 
as 1,000,000 bushels or more to one 
milling company, when wheat was 
selling at 85 cents a bushel, and 
are not these same milling com- 
panies returning the wheat now 
at 25 cents a bushel, thereby giving 
that one milling company a profit 
of $600,000 by this transaction of 
the Government?’

for Seaplanes. 


By the Associated Press. 
CALSHOT, England, Sept. 14.— 
The figure to be submitted for 


official approval in connection with 
Lieut. G. H. Stainforth’s attack on 
the world’s airplane speed record 
yesterday will be 379.05 miles an} 
hour, instead of 386.1, as unoffi- 
cially given out yesterday. 
The reduced figure still consti- 
tutes a new world record, however, 
The error was due to the use of 
stop watches by the timekeeper, 
To’*comply with regulations, the 
speed of a Schneider cup plane 
must be established by an auto- 
matic timing device. 

A film of the timing apparatus 
today showed that Stainforth’s 
actual speed was nearly seven 
miles an hour less than that re- 
corded by the stop watches. The 
fastest lap was flown at 388.67 
miles an hour instead of 404.265, 
as the stop watch showed. 

The previous speed record of 
357.7 miles an hour was set by 
Squadron Leader A. H. Orlebar in 
1929. 

Lieut. J. N. Boothman went 
through the formality of winning 
the cup permanently for England 
by flying seven times over a 3l- 
mile course at an average speed of 
340.08 miles an hour. He _ also 
broke the world’s record over a 
closed circuit with a 100-kilometer 
start by speeding 342.9 miles an 
hour. 

Thousands gathered along the 
Solent watched breathlessly as the 
gleaming, wasp-like seaplanes sped 
around the course. Stainforth and 
Boothman got thunderous ovations 
when they came down, the latter's 
wife jumping up and dewn and 
shouting: “He’s done it. I am 80 
proud and happy but I knew my 
husband ‘was as keen as mustard.” 
Stainforth was not hampered by 
advance orders and flew with his 
throttle wide open. He had the 
advantage of calm weather. A spe- 
cial motor is being built for him 
and he may make an attempt to 
beat his own record this week, pos- 
sibly tomorrow.

APPOINTED GUARDIAN 
OF HAZLETT CAMPBELL

Public Administrator Named by 
Judge So Expense May 
Bé Saved. 


Probate Judge Holtcamp tode2y 
designated Public Administrator 
Anton Schuler as guardian for Haz- 
lett Campbell, 73 years old, mil- 
lionaire invalid, of 1508 Locust 
street. 

A jury last week found Campbell 
of unsound mind. The guardian- 
ship proceeding was the first move 
of a group of collateral relatives 
who anticipate that Hazlett Camp- 
bell’s estate will pass to them, un- 
der the law, after his death. 

Judge Holtcamp, in making the 
announcement, said there would be 
little for the guardian to do, unless 
a contest of the will of the late 
brother, Hugh Campbell, should be 
instituted. : 

“It is a mistaken impression.” 
the Judge said, “that there are al- 
ways big pickings in estates of this 
kind. In this case, Campbell's in- 
dividual estate is in the hands of 
trustees, and the income left to him 
from his brother's estate is also in 
the hands of trustees. About alla 
guardian can do is to co-operate 
with the trustees. Only in the event 
of a will contest would the guar- 
dian receive any substantial fees. 
Appointment of the Public Admin- 
istrator, who will serve under his 
official bond, will avoid additional 
expense in this case. 

Hazlett Campbell, according to 
testimony given at the guardian- 
ship hearing, has been in a condi- 
tion of mental incompetence for 
more than’ 30 years. He is cared 
for by employes in the Locust 
street house, a relic of Civil War 
days. 

Allen C. Orrick and the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. were made trustees 
of Hazlett Campbell's estate in 
1926. It consisted then of $1,342,- 
000 in Liberty bonds and about 
$74,000 other assets. The estate 
of Hugh Campbell, which was part- 
ly in real estate, is thought to be 
about twice as large, Hugh having 
received two of the three shares of 
the estate of their father, Robert 
Campbell, through the death of a 
brother, James Alexander Camp- 
be!l. Hugh left the income of his 
estate to Hazlett Campbell for life, 
and the bulk of the principal to 
Yale University after Hazlett’s 
death He left articles of furniture, 
after Hazlett’s death, to the heirs 
of the late Mrs. Bettie Otey An- 
derson, a cousin. Otey McClellan 
of New York, a grandson of Mrs.

Four instances of violence in dis- 
regard of a Federal injunction is- 
sued Saturday against interferenco 
with milk shipments or intimida- 
tion of producers were reported to- 
day by the Pevely Dairy Co.

Empty milk cans on the truck of 
William Hartke, near Effingham, 
were damaged last night and the 
radiator was smashed, but the 
farmers from whom he was to col- 
lect milk themselves took it to the 
Effingham collecting plant today. 
Charles Connor of Vandalia report- 
ed that, passing through a wooded 
section near Pittsburg, Ill, he 
heard six shots which he believed 
were fired at his truck. 

“T can’t believe it and I don’t be- 
lieve in it,” said E. W. Tiedeman, 
president of the striking Sanitary 
Milk Producers. “I’m particularly 
convinced that those reported in- 
stances of shooting were not par- 
ticipated in by any of our mem- 
bers. Certainly they, 4nd probably 
the reported milk-dumping as well, 
may represent attempts to dis- 
credit the dairy farmers. They are 
inflamed by the prospect of an ab- 
solute price monopoly if this new 
Pevely contract wins out, but we're 
doing everything in our power to 
hold them down.”

Cheap cuts of meat if properly 
cooked have as much nutritive 
value as more expensive cuts, and 
can be very good indeed. The im- 
portant factor in cooking these is 
a long, slow process, but the re- 


sults are worth the effort involved. 

Mutton, rump, flank and shank 
of beef may be boiled. Have the 
méat in one piece, wipe with a 
damp cloth, plunge into boiling 
water, and boil for 10 minutes 
quite hard. This forms a coating 
which prevents escape of juice. 
Then reduce heat and simmer 
gently until tender. Add diced cel- 
ery, celery leaves or onion during 
the cooking to enhance flavor. 

Stewing. 

A savory method is to stew 
cheap cuts of veal], mutton or beef 
with vegetables. In preparing a 
stew, remove fat from meat, cut 
meat in pieces, dredge with flour 
and sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Melt a little fat in the kettle and 
sear meat on all sides. Cover with 
boiling water and simmer gently 
until tender, always allowing at 
least two hours. Three hours is 
better for some cuts. Watch to see 
if necessary to add more water. 
Add boiling water. Vegetables may 
be added the last hour of cooking, 
and onions, potatoes, celery and 
canned tomatoes are especially 
good in meat stews. 


CHEAPER STEAKS. 

A little care in cooking cheaper 
steaks also brings g00d results. 
Round and chuck steaks can be 
delicious if these recipes are fol- 
lowed: 

Stuffed Round Steak. 


Trim edges of 1 pound round 
steak, spread stuffing over it, roll 
and tie it, and lay it on a founda- 
tion of 1 sliced onion and 1 sliced 
carrot in bottom of greased baking 
dish. Place a little suet on top of 
steak, pour 1 cup boiling water in 
pan, and bake in hot oven closely 
covered for 25 minutes. Then un- 
cover and cook 30 minutes longer. 
Serve with a brown gravy made 
from pan drippings. 

Make the stuffing of 1 cup 
bread crumbs, 2 tablespoons melt- 
ed butter, 2 tablespoons minced 
parsley, % teaspoon onion juice, 2 
tablespoons finely chopped celery, 
% teaspoon salt and % teaspoon 
paprika.

LOSSES HEAVY 
(BANK FAILURE 
~ ATST.HARLES 


Interest of Stockholders in 


Central Trust Co. Appar- 
ently Will Be Entirely 
-‘Wiped Out. 


With a special grand jury in- 
vestigation ordered into the clos- 
ing last January of the Central 
Trust Co. of St. Charles, a depos- 
itory which had total resources of 
more than , $1,000,000, persons 
familiar witH the bank’s affairs 
are of the opinion that stockhold- 
ers’ interests will be wiped out and 
that general depositors will real- 
ize only portions of their claims. 

The depository was capitalized at 
$100,000, its stock being rather 
widely held by residents of St. 
Charles. Since it was closed by di- 
rectors Jan. 5; “owing to constant 
withdrawals and to conserve assets 
for depositors,’’ claims totaling 
$699,303 have been filed in Cir- 
cuit Court at St. Charles. Of this 
amount, $601,707 represents claims 
for deposits, including priority 


— 


claims of $136,238 and general; 
claims of $465,469. The Court will 


next month. 

Prosecuting Attorney ‘Theodore 
C. Bruere Jr., has expressed the 
opinion that liquidation of the 
bank’s assets, in charge of Edwin 
H. Huncker of St. Charles, special 
deputy commissioner under ap- 
pointment by State Commissioner 
of Finance Cantley, will realize 
nothing for stockholders and that 
depositors “will not get anything 
like what is coming to them.” 

His expectation is shared by VWil- 
liam Waye, St. Charles attorney 
representing Huncker, and Patrick 
H. Cullen, St. Louis attorney re- 
tained ‘by a committee representing 
1500 depositors to bring civil suits 
for recovery of any losses they may 
sustain and to advise whether crim- 
inal charges ‘will lie against offi- 
cers Or directors. 

Enough for Preferred Claims. 

Waye, similarly unenthusiastic as 
to the recovery for stockholders, is 
more sanguine as to the chances of 
depositors whose claims are given 
preference. Without hazarding a 
guess as to what general depositors 
will receive and conceding that 
there will be “some heavy losses,” 
he says he thinks the bank has 
enough liquid assets to pay in full 
preferred claims of $193,612 (of 
which $136,238 represents depos- | 
its), even if all are allowed. 

Cullen says the amount of recov-| 
ery by depositors is problematical, | 
but points out civil actions will lie 
against officers and directors if it 
is shown that they knew the bank 
accepted deposits while in a failing; 
condition.

ONE RUN, 


TENNIS EXPERTS 
HAIL VINES AS 
ANOTHER TILDEN 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Ameri- 


can Davis Cup common, which 
touched a new low this summer 
when the American team failed to 


get as far as the challenge round, 
has rebounded sharply as a direct 
result of the spectacular rise to the 
top of the tennis heap of 19-year- 
old Ellsworth Vines. 

When -Vines conquered George 
Lott in a brilliantly fought four-set 
duel to win the national singles title 
Saturday, tennis experts, abandon- 
ing all caution, hailed the Pasadena 
youngster as another Tilden and 
lost no time in calculating Ameri- 
can chances in the Davis Cup cam- 
paign next year. The net result 
was the rather general prediction 
that the cup, in all probability, 
would return to this side of the 
Atlantic within the next two years. 

Certainly there are strong 
grounds for suspicion that had 
Vines been a member of the 1931 
Davis Cup team and played in the 
same brilliant form he has dis- 
played during the last two months, 
the American squad would have 
beaten England in the  interzone 
finals and conceivably might have 
conquered France in the challenge 
round. 

Vines, at 19, already plays in a 
style that is more than vaguely 
reminiscent of Big  Billl Tilden 
when the tall Philadelphian ruled 
the amateur heap. The Pasadena 
youngster, 6 feet 2% inches tall, 
has a full repertoire of strokes and 
the knowledge of how to use them. 
No player in the game hits a hard- 
er ball, and Vines yields to none in 
daring and courage when the going 
gets toughest. 

Assuming that his game will 
steadily improve over the span of 
the next few years, the new nation- 
al champion should become a 
formidable factor in America’s ef- 
forts to regain the international 
trophy lost to France in 1927. 

The 1932 cup campaign still is 
far distant, but there should be no 
lack of material, with such figures 
as Vines, Frank Shields, Sidney 
Wood, Lott, John Van Ryn and 
Wilmer Allison probably available. 

Vines’ victory over Lott in the 
national championship finals was 
earned on merit alone, for Lott, 
playing perhaps the best singles of 
his career, made few mistakes. The 
Philadelphian won the opening set 


at 9—7, but could not cope with 
Vines’ blistering drives, and the 
Californian won the next three, 


6—3, 9—7, 7—5, and with them 
the match and title.

U. S, BEHIND FOUR POWERS 
ON PROVISION FOR NEW SHIPS 


Department Says Since 
‘Pact Was Signed Funds Have 
Been Voted for 11 Craft. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. — The 
Navy Department today issued fig- 
ures showing that since the sign- 
ing of the London treaty the Unit- 
ed States has provided for con- 
struction of fewer warships than 
the other four leading naval Pow- 

ers. 

The statement said provision had 
been made for 11 United States 
vessels against 37 British, 33 
French and 29 Italian. It added 
that the Japanese press said that 
country’s program for 1931-36 
called for 38 new ships. 

The navy gave only the figures, 
refraining from comment. Issu- 
ance of the data followed a recent 
statement by Representative Wood 
of Illinois, chairman of the last 
House Appropriations Committee, 
opposing new construction this 
year. 


CHINA AND PANAMA GET

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—China and 
Panama were elected today to the 
Council of the League of Nations, 
succeeding Persia and Venezuela, 
whose representatives are retiring 
after three years on the League's 
executive board.

here Wednesday, that the bonds of 
matrimony are subject only to di- 
vine will. 

“Christian marriage rises above 
the consideration of expediency and 
of human desire,”’ he asserted. 

Commenting on another problem 
expected to come before the con- 
vention, Bishop Perry said the 
church, by posing in its corporate 
capacity as an arbitration of civic 
institutions and economic institu- 
tions would be guilty of “some- 
thing worse than futile interfer- 
ence.”’ 

Of marriage and divorce, Bishop 
Perry said that whatever legisla- 
tion or social custom may be woven 
around it, “the bonds between hus- 
band and wife once sealed in the 
name of God, are subject not to 
the will of man, but to divine will. 

Function of Church. 

“It is in bearing witness to His 
law that the church as the third 
party in a marriage contract has 
its single function to perform, 
blessing what God has blessed, 
holding in union those whom He 
has declared to be one flesh.’’ 

“Other disposition of marriage 
made by the State through divorce 
or annulment, or the legalization of 
polygamy can be viewed by Christ- 
ians only as an existing fact, ad- 
mitted as an expedient for the sat- 
isfaction of personal desires and of 
public demand. 

“For the church to legislate up- 
on such matters would be to place 
its seal of consent or disapproval 
upon procedures which lie beneath 
its rightful province.” 

Relation to Industry. 

Regarding the church's relations 
to politics and industry, Bishop 
Perry said that disregard for the 
divine principles of justice and un- 
selfishness as revealed in Christ are 
primarily responsible for every 
breakdown in the rightful produc- 
tion and distribution of property. 

“While the industrial organiza- 
tion within its appointed realm is 
the constituted agency for the ad- 
ministration and application of 
these principles, the church, repre- 
senting Christian conscience, is 
appointed to interpret and declare 
them. 

“This obligation is not fulfilled 
by an attempt to watch or direct, to 
censure or to command operations 
of industry; neither is it wholly 
satisfied by the alleviation of dis- 
tress caused by the failure of the 
economic system.” 

He said that the world should 
bear in mind that the present con- 
dition demands more than tem- 
porary measures of relief of suf- 
fering. 

“Rather,” he said, “it will en- 
gage Christian minds in the care- 
ful study of the principles of hu- 
man justice and human brother- 
hood to which organized Christian- 
ity must ever bear witness.”

Hubele came 
back with an open letter accusing 
Weidle of having sought the com- 
mitteeman’s support in his last 
race for the board. 


Weidle’s Relatives in Jobs. 


Pursuing the controversy, Hubele 
then wrote that Weidle’s daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. James Weidle, “wife 
of a prosperous business man,” and 
his son, Joseph L. Weidle,,were 
employed in the school system. 
Hubele also said that Weidle had 
sponsored the employment of 
Charles Wright, described by Hu- 
bele as a Seventeenth Ward Repub- 
lican worker, as a school chauffeur 
and had induced another board 
member to sponsor employment of 
a carpenter from Mount Vernon, 
Ill., named Thornton, in the 
schools.

End of the Tariff Myth. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OREMOST among the issues on which 
F Mr. Hoover had appealed to the coun- 
try in 1928 was the claim that the Repub- 
lican party was the high priest of pros- 
perity and progress, and that the s50- 
called protective tariff was the sacred 
cow of the prosperity religion. He glo- 
rified it as the “fundamental safeguard 
of the American workman and the Amer- 
ican farmer.” He pictured the terrors of 
low tariffs, stating that “a retreat to 
the Underwood tariff schedules on farm 
produce would ruin millions of our farm- 
ers today.” The champion of “rugged in- 
dfvidualism” preached the miraculous 
properties of Government subsidies witn 
all the ballyhoo of a patent medicine 
salesman, and painted the paradise that 
high tariffs.create with all the brilliant 
colors with which socialist orators por- 
tray the utopian state. 

The reasons for the Republican land- 
slide of that year are difficult to define 
with exactness, but Mr. Hoover and his 
associates interpreted the election as a 
mandate for the upward revision of tar- 
iff rates.

Power Commission, comprising the members of the 
Public Service Commission, the Attorney-General and 
State Geologist, and to provide a staff of engineers, 
accountants and other employes. It proposed giving 
the commission discretionary power to grant licenses 
for water power developments for 50 years, with the 
right to renew the license at expiration of that time.

The Federal Power Commission in Washington is- 
sues preliminary permits and final Mcenses for hydro- 
electric developments on navigable streams. Virtually 
all the streams adapted to profitable development of 
hydro-electric power are classed as navigable waters. 
While the Federal act requires the applicant to com- 
ply with all laws of the State in which he proposes 
to operate, before a final license is issued, this vir- 
tually is meaningless so far as Missouri is concerned, 
because there is no State law controlling water power. 
The Public Service Commission Act of Missouri does 
give the Public Service Commission control over the 
electric plant, as a public utility, and the distribu- 
tion and sale to the public of the electric energy gen- 
erated, but this control does not extend to the water 
power. Before any electric plant may be construct- 
ed and operated, if the energy is to be sold, the pro- 
moter or power company must obtain from the Pub- 
lic Service Commission a certificate of convenience 
and necessity for construction, operation and main- 
tenance of the plant and distribution system. This 
control is over the plant, as a public utility, and not 
the source of the power generated. 

The procedure is for the power company (or pros- 
pective permit peddler) to get a preliminary permit 
from the Federal Power Commission, if the site is 
on a stream classed as navigable. This preliminary 
permit is little more than a grant of priority of claim 
to the site. The permit holder then applies to the 
State Public Service Commission for a certificate 
of convenience and necessity for construction, op- 
eration and maintenance of the electric plant and dis- 
tribution system.

Our present knowledge 
disease and the heroic efforts 
which have been put forth to 
eradicate it are an indirect prod- 
uct of the Spanish-American War, 
for during the American occupa- 
tion of Porto Rico, an anemia 
widely prevalent among the inhab- 
itants was shown by Dr. Ashford 
of the United States army to be due 
to hookworm infection. 

The worm of this disease was 
described in 1902 by Stiles, who 
suggested for it the name of 
Necator Americanus, or the Amer- 
ican murderer. 

The name is proper in some re- 
spects but incorrect in others, for 
hookworm does not murder out- 
right, but kills by very slow de- 
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grees. 

The hookworm victim suffers 
from marked physical debility, he 
is mentally slow, indifferent and 


forgetful. 

He is inclined to sleep on every 
possible occasion. He is physically 
and mentally below par. 

Millions of dollars have been 
spent in the attempt to eradicate 
hookworm,. Drugs are employed to 
rid the sufferer of the worms he 
harbors in his small intestines. 

Sanitary precautions are taken 
to prevent the spread of the 
worm’'s eggs.
